The  soil  consists  of  gravel  and  brick  earth  lying  over 
chalk,  which  is  often  very  near  the  surface.  The  valley 
of  the  River  Lark  runs  Northwards  through  the  area.

Fifty-nine  persons  over  05  years  of  age  died  in  the  Senile 
town,  of  wdioni  47  were  residents  ; four  othere  w^ere 
reported  from  outside,  making  a total  of  51  nett  ; wdiich 
represents  senile  mortality  28.17  per  cent.,  compared 
with  44.43  per  cent,  last  year.*  The  infantile  and  senile 
mortality— 33:14  per  cent. 


Deaths  under  this  head  were  one  each  from  Enteric  Zymotic 
Fever,  Erysipelas,  Puerperal  Septicaemia  and  Influenza, 
and  two  from  Cerebro-Spinal  Meningitis.  Omitting  the 
death  from  Influenza,  the  Zymotic  death  rate  was  .30.

Phthisis  caused  10  deaths,  one  being  tliat  of  a non- 
resident. Two  others  belonging  to  the  town  were 
reported  from  Ipswich,  the  nett  total  being  11.  Other 
Tnbercnlar  Diseases  caused  the  death  of  six  jjersons, 
one  a non-resident.  A total  of  16  deaths  gives  a death 
rate  under  this  heading  of  .97,  which  is  ainarhed  reduc- 
tion on  previous  records. 

There  were  38  deaths  recorded,  7 being  non-residents. 
The  rate  of  lluiy  St.  Edmund’s  was  1.89,  or  17.12  yier 
cent,  of  the  total  deaths  ; about  the  average. 

There  were  four  of  these,  one  from  “ Natural  Causes,” 
one  from  “ Heart  Failure,”  one  from  “ Heart  Failure  due 
to  Senile  Decay,”  and  one  from  “ Fracture  of  Femur 
(right),  accidental — Shock.” 

Eight  Inquests  Avere  held,  death  in  tAAm  cases  being 
due  to  self-inflicted  injuries,  and  in  five  to  accident ; 
the  eighth  was  due  to  natural  causes.

68  men,  141  AAmmen,  and  169  children,  a total  of  378,  at 
a cost  of  £2,124  6s.  6|d.  The  number  of  persons  ad- 
mitted to  the  AVorkhouse  aauis  28  men,  27  AA-omen,  and 
12  children,  a total  of  67,  compared  Avith  111  in  1919.

DISIRUCT. 


A constant  supply  from  a deep  well  of  excellent  Water  Supply, 
quality,  tliongh  tlie  water  is  hard.  One  hundred  and 
six  houses,  occupied  by  370  people,  are  sn])plied  from  32 
deep  wells.  The  water  from  these  is  periodically  analysed, 
and  pollution,  which  is  rare,  is  generally  taken  advant- 
age of  to  cdose  the  well  and  ])ring  in  the  main  supply. 


The  Lark  flows  (ui  the  East  side  of  the  Rorough  from  Rivers  and 
South  to  North  and  receives  mainly  surface  water.  The 
effluent  fi'om  tlie  Flax  factory  is  subjected  to  filtration 
in  special  tanks  and  has  caused  no  nuisance.  There  is 
no  sewage  pollution  of  the  stream 


There  are  still  a certain  numbei'  of  houses  unconnect-  Drainage  and 
ed  with  the  town  drainage,  owing  to  the  fact  that  they  ^ 
lie  at  levels  which  are  too  lou"  to  allow  of  their  being 
connected  with  the  main  sewer  ; the  latter  has  a free 
ont-fall  to  the  Sewage  Farm,  G|-  miles  distant.  The 
general  drainage  and  sewage  disposal  are  excellent. 

The  houses  which  are  not  connected  rely  niaiiiN  upon  the 
dry  earth  system,  with  subsoil  disposal  on  allotments 
and  gardens  in  neighbouring  open  spaces  ; there  are 
but  few  cess-pools. 

Not  more  than  two  houses  are  permitted  to  share  a Closet  Accom-

common  w.c.,  and  one  w.c.  to  eacdi  house  is  allowed  a 

free  water  supply.  All  registered  workshops  are  com- 
pelled to  proAude  flushing  cisterns,  Avhich  are  also  being 
extended,  AAdiereA^er  the  A^alne  of  the  property  justifies 
the  expense,  to  all  AA^orking-class  dwellings.  Defects 
AA'ere  found  in  four  w.c.’s  and  four  drains.  Four  D and 
Dell  traps  Avere  aliolished. 
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Scavenging,  ] louse  refuse  is  collected  dail_y  in  tlie  central  busiiies'^ 
]vai-t  of  the  town,  and  twice  a week  in  other  areas.  It  is 
nsnallv'  placed  for  collection  in  pails  or  open  boxes  on 
the  footpaths  outside  the  front  doors — a bad  system  since 
having  no  proj)er  covering,  these  receptacles  are 
generally  at  the  mercy  of  cats  and  dogs  and  of  the  wind* 
The  refuse  when  collected  is  conveyed  in  covered  carts 
to  a two-celled  Heeiian  Destructor,  which  assists  in  sup- 
plying power  for  town  lighting.

quiring  Notice,  fhe  (Jrindle,  including  rriars  Lane,  presents  a problem 

which  still  awaits  a satisfactory  solution.  Ditches  have 
been  widened  and  deepened  in  places,  but  through  dis- 
agreement between  the  Town  Council  and  some  of  the 
owners  as  to  the  responsibility  for  the  silting  up  of  some 
of  the  water  channels,  it  has  not  yet  been  possil^le  to 
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ensure  tliat  the  wliole  oP  this  area,  which  lies  low  and 
has  a small  outfall,  should  be  properly  drained.  In  a 
dry  Slimmer,  stagnant  pools  are  capable  of  causing  a 
nuisance. 

Inspection  has  been  made  of  the  places  of  entertain- 
ment, and  considerable  alteration  and  improvement 
effected  in  the  sanitary  arrangements  at  the  Theatre. 

The  School  Medical  Officer  reports  independently  Schools, 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Education  (/Vdministrative 
Provisions)  Act.  Here  it  is  necessary  to  refer  to  Sanita- 
tion and  Water  Supply  ; and  to  the  question  of  School 
Closure  and  Rvcliisions.  All  the  schools  receive  the 
town  water  supply  in  sufficiency,  and  all  but  one  are  con- 
nected ivith  the  main  drainage,  and  their  lighting,  warm- 
ing and  ventilation  are,  generally  speaking,  satisfactoiy. 

No  school  was  closed  during  1920  for  epidemic  disease. 

All  cases  of  a contagious  or  infectious  character  are 
rigorously  excluded,  and  contacts  who  have  not  pre- 
vioLisl}"  had  the  disease  in  question  are  excluded  also 
until  the  incul3ation  period  is  over,  isolation  being  pro- 
vided for  wherever  possible.  The  incidence  of  notifiable 
infectious  diseases  apart  from  measles  has  been  remark- 
ably small. 

C.— FOOD. 

The  local  milk  supply  depends  on  7 Cowkeepers,  Food, 
whose  dairies  are  regularly  inspected,  and  in  addition  Milk  Supply. 
12  milk  sellers  who  receive  milk  from  outside 
sources  ; 14  samples  of  milk  were  taken,  of  which  II 
were  genuine.  The  new  milk  regulations  are  unlikely 
to  affect  the  local  milk  supply  which  is  uniformly  good 
in  quality.  The  cleanliness  of  milk  at  its  origin  is 
difficult  to  guarantee  when  the  article  is  transported 
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for  sale  beyond  the  area  of  its  production.  It  is,  there- 
fore, impossible  to  ensure  the  cleanliness  or  bacteriological 
2ourity  of  imported  milk,  until  concerted  action  between 
neighbouring  areas  can  be  arranged.  No  action  lias 
been  taken  on  the  subject  of  tuberculosis  in  cows. 

Milk  & Cream  No  action  was  taken  beyond  sidomitting  14  samples  of 

for  analysis,  including  that  for  preservatives.  All 
were  free. 


Meat.  There  are  17  slaughter-houses  all  licensed  annually. 

638  visits  have  been  paid  to  them — on  one  occasion  the 
place  was  found  dirty.  These  premises  are  old  and 
generall}^  do  not  conform  to  modern  ideas.  The  necessit}^ 
for  economy  has  probably  indefinitely  postponed  the 
discussion  of  a Public  Abattoir,  wdiich  howcA-er  is  one  of 
the  most  pressing  needs  of  the  day.  The  inspections  of 
meat  led  to  3,590  lbs.  being  condemned  as  being  unfit 
for  human  food.  The  number  of  slaughter-houses  in  the 
district— 1914,  17  ; January,  1920,  17  ; I^ecember,  1920’ 
17  ; registered,  1914,  0 ; Januaiy,  1920,  0 ; December, 
1920,  0. 

Bake*houses.  There  are  29  bake-houses,  of  which  one  is  under- 
ground, and  speciall}^  licensed.  Their  defects  arise 
from  the  present  state  of  the  laAv  affecting  all  such 
premises,  and  have  been  dealt  with  in  many  previous 
reports. 

Other  Food.  The  sanitary  conditions  of  premises  where  food 
is  prepared,  stored  or  exposed  for  sale,  chiefly 
eating-houses,  is  generally  satisfactory.  Inspection  is 
systematic,  and  there  have  been  no  complaints.

The  year  showed  a marked  diiniiiiiatioii  in  notifiable 
and  inflations  diseases,  though  measles  waas  epidemic 
in  the  spring  {vide  Tal)le  11).  There  are  30  beds  in 
the  Isolation  llos[)ital,  whicli  received  25  cases  during 
tfie  year — all  recovered.  There  ’were  no  return  cases 
and  carriers  were  not  met  wdth.  The  incidence  of  non- 
notifiable  disease  was  small  and  calls  for  no  comment 
beyond  that  contained  in  the  report  of  the  School  Medical 
Officer.  No  schools  w^ere  closed. 

From  this  cause  1 death  occurred.  IsiSluenza, 

Is  controlled  by  the  Count^^  Council.  Number  of  Tuberculosis 
cases  notified  were  : — laing  16,  iMeninges  1,  Bones  and 
Joints  5,  other  organs  (S,  giving  a total  of  30,  about  the 
average.

E.— MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

Tlie  administration  of  the  Acts  of  1902  and  1918  rests  (1)  and  (2). 
with  the  County  Council,  and  there  is  nothing  to  add  to 
what  has  been  written  on  this  subject  by  the  School 
Medical  Officer. 

Three  cases  of  Puerperal  Fev^er,  two  of  which  recovered ; (3), 

9 cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  w^ere  notified,  8 by 
medical  men  and  1 b}^  a mid-wife.  These  are  dealt  wdth 
by  the  Health  Visitors,  appointed  by  the  County  Council, 
and  were  slight,  no  permanent  injury  resulting  in  any 
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of  tlie  cases,  except  in  one  case  where  tlie  cliild  died  of 
Congenital  S^ypliilis  at  C weeks  of  age.  It  is  doidotfni  if 
any  of  the  other  cases  were  of  venereal  origin. 

F.— SA  NIT  ARY  ADAIIN18TR  ATION. 

(J)  Staff.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  a part  time  officer. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  is  fall}’  cpialified  for  his  duties, 
which  include  the  inspection  of  meat  and  of  all  other 
food  stuffs  ; taking  of  samples  for  analysis  ; the  inspection 
of  houses  ; and  the  investigation  of  complaints.  Two 
School  Nurses  are  available  for  following  np  infections 
diseases  amongst  school  chikb-en.

transferred  to  the  County  Council,  whose  Hospital  is 
outside  the  town.

The  Official  Analyst  examines  all  samples  under  the  (4)  Chemkal 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  and  all  samples  of  water.  In  fog^^arWork 
addition  to  the  detailed  rex)ort  on  each  sainjAe,  the 
(^ouncil  receives  a quarterly  report  on  this  subject. 
Bacteriological  work  is  not  systematically  undertaken. 

The  sputum,  in  cases  of  suspected  Tuberculosis  in 
which  no  arrangements  can  be  made  by  the  joatient,  is 
conducted  b}^  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  Swabs  for 
Diphtheria  and  Cerebro  Spinal  Meningitis  are  examined 
by  the  County  Medical  Officer.  The  samples  analysed 
by  the  Public  ^Analvst  were  as  follows  : — 

Milk,  14.  11  of  which  were  genuine  ; 1 contained  8|- 

X^er  cent,  of  added  water.  The  ATndor  was  x^rosecuted 
and  fined  £4.  Proceedings  were  taken  also  in  the  two 
remaining  cases,  in  Avhicli  the  Analyst  reported  a 
deficienc}^  in  milk  fat  to  the  extent  of  47  per  cent,  and  10 
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per  cent,  respectivel3^  The  defence  was  that  the  cream 
having  risen  to  tlie  top  of  the  chnrn  while  the  milk  was 
drawn  fi  om  the  tap  at  the  bottom,  and  there  being  no  oljli- 
gation  on  the  ATndor  to  ensure  mixing,  abstraction  of  fat 
could  not  be  proved.  After  a prolonged  hearing  the 
Bench  dismissed  both  cases.

G.— OTHEB  SET  VICES. 

The  West  Suffolk  General  Hospital  has  not  been  used 
in  co-operation  vntli  the  work  of  the  Council. 

The  Poor  Law-  Infirmary  is  well  built,  eqnij'iped  and 
staffed,  and  the  relations  between  the  Council  and 
Guardians  ensure  that  it  will  be  available  in  times  of 
epidemic  or  other  emergenc}". 

A child  suffering  from  Tuberculosis,  for  whom  there 
was  no  accommodation  at  the  Sanatorium  and  whose 
home  conditions  were  unsatisfactory,  was  treated  for 
several  montlis  in  a shelter  in  the  Infirmary  grounds. 


H.— ITOUSINa. 
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Alemo.  issued  by  the  Alinistry  of  Health  bears  the 

date  February,  1921,  and  sprang  a list  of  details  required 
under  this  heading  which  was  impossible  to  suppH’ 
without  the  appointment  of  a special  staff  of  Inspectors, 
if  the  particulars  were  to  be  obtained  in  the  time 
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allowed  for  tins  1‘eport.  The  general  references  cover 
six  headings  with  10  snb-headings,  and  relate  to  shortage 
and  excess  of  houses,  the  extent  and  causes  of  over- 
crowding, the  fitness  of  houses  and  the  causes  of  defects  ; 
to  unhealthy  areas,  and  to  the  measures  taken  or  con- 
tein  {dated  to  remedy  any  defects  shown  by  the  above 
under  the  Pulilii;  flealth  Acts,  the  tlonsing  Act,  or  under 
local  l)ve-hiws.  These  general  details  are  covered  by 
three  Appendices  with  32  sub-headings,  intended  to 
{U'esent  statistics  epitomising  the  results  ol)tained  by  the 
investigations  covered  by  the  general  report.  It  is  obvious 
that  so  coinpehensi ve  an  analysis  of  the  honsing  condi- 
tions of  a distric.t  such  as  this,  to  be  complete,  would 
need  a stall  of  insimctors  ami  clerks  far  larger  than  that 
which  has  l^eeii  availalile. 

Tlonsing  conditions  generall}"  liave  been  coiiipletel.y 
disorganized  by  the  war,  which  first  arrested  normal 
luiilding  operations,  and  then,  having  ereated  over- 
crowding by  an  increase  in  the  marriage  rate,  rendered 
improvements  and  repairs  ex(*ee(^lingTv  di (Tien It  by  the 
increase  in  cost  of  materials  and  labour.  There  are 
3,95(5  houses,  of  which  3,207  ma}'  be  classified  as  work- 
ing class  dwellings.  Fifty  new  houses  of  this  latter 
class  were  commenced  by  the  Council  during  the  year, 
of  which  14  have  been  coiujileted  ; the  remainder  should 
be  finished  before  next  year.  The  population  has 
changed  but  little,  apart  from  the  return  of  demobilized 
men  and  the  increase  in  marriage  and  liirth  i-ates,  both 
of  which  are  unlikelv  to  continue  to  increase.  Allowing 
for  dwellings  wdiose  closure  is  desirable  when  they  can 
be  replaced,  there  is  an  estimated  shortage  of  2()0  houses. 
Over-crowding,  though  not  H«common,  has  been  suffi- 
cientl}"  serious  to  call  occasionally  for  siiecial  action.  Its 
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causes  lie  in  tlie  scarcit.v  of  Louses  sriitaLle  for  tlie  needs 
of  large  families  able  to  pay  only  a small  rent.  Until  the 
present  pnriod  social  unrest  and  widespread  uueiupLw- 
mentliaye  been  oTercomeon  national  lines,  it  is  cjuite  un- 
likely that  tlie  supply  of  Louses  can  be  made  to  a]iproxi- 
mate  more  nearly  to  tlie  demand,  Idie  general  standard 
of  Lousing  is  gocd,  tLougli  tliere  still  remain  latLe  and 
plaster  dwellings,  wLose  condition  precludes  tliem 
from  tlie  possibility  of  ever  yielding  an  economic  rent 
if  tliorouglily  repaired.  Tlie  defects  generally  found  are 
due  to  bad  repair  of  floors,  ceilings,  doors  and  windows, 
all  combining  to  cause  damp  as  well  as  faulty  ventilation. 
Little  action  Las  been  possible  in  such  cases,  owing 
to  tlie  scarcity  of  labour  and  tlie  proliibitive  cost, 
beyond  remedying  tlie  more  serious  defects.  Sanitary 
defects,  e.g.,  water  sujij^ly  or  w.c.’s,  are  always  I’egarded 
as  calling  for  immediate  remedy,  and  it  is  entireh’  in 
regard  to  siructural  alterations  and  improvements  tliat 
action  Las  Lad  to  be  deferred.  Strictly  speaking,  tliere 
are  no  ‘'Unliealtliy  Areas,”  nor  Lave  any  complaints 
been  received  under  ibis  Leading.  Inspections  under 
tlie  Housing  (Inspection  of  District)  Degulations  Lave 
been  regularly  conducted,  and  reports  made  montbly  to 
tlie  Public  Ilealtli  Committee  on  every  Louse  inspected. 

TLe  provision  of  new  Louses  is  evidently  going  to  be 
a sloAv  process,  and  it  is  difficult  to  deal  witli  unsatis- 
factory conditions  with  tlie  energy  and  pi-omptitude  tliat 
are  desirable,  ddie  14  iiew^  Louses  completed  during  tlie 
year  Lave  cost  on  the  average  £1,100  to  build  ; the 
rents  cLarged  vary  from  £26  to  £27  6s.  Od.  per  annum. 
TLe  average  number  of  j^ersons  wlioiii  they  accommodate 
is  3.28,  five  of  tliem  liolding  only  two  persons  each.

TJie  annual  loss  ])er  liead  is  .£8  \2s.  6d.*  Presninably, 
if  the  ol)ject  is  to  lind  extra  housing  for  as  many  people 
as  possil)le,  attention  should  Ije  directed  less  to  letting 
houses  built  bv  State  aid  to  small  families  who  can 
afford  something  like  an  economic  rent,  than  to  cutting 
the  loss  by  letting  them  to  larger  families  at  even 
a smaller  rent.  This  is  a question  on  which  there  is 
likely  to  be  a wide  divergence  of  opinion  between  the 
jMinistrv  of  Health  and  the  Treasnrv  ; and  the  Town 
CounciJ,  tied  as  it  is  by  tlie  promise  of  a grant  from  the 
latter,  will  probably  consider  it  wise  to  place  monetaiy 
c 0 n s i d e r a t i o n s fi  r s t .
